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Bijou is exquifitely fini/hed, but is Hill more to be admired for 
the grace and elegance of its fubjedl: It was formerly in the 
Colledlion of M. Van Leyden, and was brought to this 
Country by an Amateur of Rank and diftinguilhed Tafte. 
It has ever been cited as the chef d’ceuvre of Old Mieris, by 
far the rareft Matter in the Dutch School

This Picture, 
defcribed by Ridolfi, v. 1. p. 306, was painted for the Count 
Bevilacqua of Verona, in whofe Family it has remained 
till it was purchafed from them by the prefent Proprietor. 
The celebrated Marquis Maffei in his defcription of Verona 
fpeaks with admiration of this piece. It is alfo defcribed by 
Cochin in his “ Voyage Pitturefque.” 

Titian .. . 4 THE FLIGHT INTO EGYPT ; a capital chef d’ceuvre—for 

ftrength of defign, richnefs of color and truth, this noble 
performance may be ranked among the grand works of 
Titian. It was purchafed by the prefent Proprietor from 
the Church of the Annonciata at Ancona, and is defcribed in 
the Viaggio Pittorico, pubhlhed at Vicenza.
